ROTE GOVERNOR 


TO SPEAK HERE 


Ambassadors t o Allied 


Capitals Will Insist 
Upon Enforcement. 


Declares Concessions to 
Germany Are Taken as 
^Evidence of Weakness. 


Paris, April '20.—Instructions sent 


by Premier Poincare to the French 
ambassadors in the capitals of the 
allies and fully approved by the cab- 
inet, are to insist 
that 
energetic 
measures must be taken and penal- 
ties applied to Germany if the Russo- 
German treaty is not abrogated, re- 
gardless of what the Genoa confer- 
ence may decide. 


The premier's 
position is 
that 
there can be no more hesitation in 
the execution of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and that unless its execution 
is insisted upon now with evidences 
of determination on the part of the 
allies, the treaty may as well be 
abandoned 
altogether. 
He 
holds 


that none of the concessions made 
to Germany has led in any respect 
to conciliation but rather that they 
have been taken by Germany as evi- 
dences of the weakness of the allies 
and as encouragement for further 
resistance. 


Premier Poincare has held consul- 


tations with a number of the lead- 
ers of the different parties in the 
las'jlwo days besides keeping the 
cat -jet in close touch With the situ- 
at<:3 The conservatives and the na- 
tic lllists advised a firm attitude, 
as-?Jjas expected, while the more lib- 
e'-:'^elenients in the parliament rep- 
resented by such leaders as Deputy 
Herriot, head- of the Radicals, also 
gave the premier to understand they 
would support the 
cabinet in de- 


manding that a stop be put to the 
violations of the Versailles treaty. 


It was pointed out today that the 


Russo-German treaty had brought 
to light violations of the Versailles 
pact by Germany in respect to mili- 
tary matters, the Germans having, 
it appears, sold the arms which the 
Russian refugees had left in Ger- 
many instead of handing them over 
to the allied commission for destruc- 
tion, as provided by the peace treaty. 


(Article 1 of the Russo-German 


treaty, at the end of Clause C reads: 
"The Russian government renounces 
payment of the sum Germany has 
derived from the sale of Russian 
army material transported into Ger- 
many.")

.-?o50.000,000 forecast for the 


fiscal year of 1923 by Secretary Mel- 
lon, it was stated today at the treas- 
ury.

funds but that it was apparent the 
deficit would probably have to be 
raised by taxation as the govern- 
ment "did not have 
anything to 
sell."

67.000 men. 


We believe in the limitation and 


reduction of armament. 
Wo have 


proved the honesty of our belief by 
our accomplishments. 
The naval treaty just ratified by 


the senate limits and retluocs our 
navy and establishes a fixed basis 
for all nations concerned—a ratio of 
5-5-o 
between 
Great Britian, 
the 


United States and Japan 
respec- 


tively. 


We believe in peace. 
1C our belief is to be more than 


idle thought, we must maintain the 
navy agreed to as just and equitable 
in the last conference of the nations. 


This year England will have 104,- 


000 men in her navy. The Japanese 
will have 68,000 men. Under this 
bill, we will have but 67,000 men. 


Ships 
without men amount 
to

If this bill is passed, there- 


fore, it cuts the naval ratio between 
the countries to about 1 7-8 and 5 
and 3 with the United States on the 
small end.

TELLS KOW TO STOCK 
STREAM WITH TROUT 


How to stock a trout stream. 
The Pennsylvania. Fish and Game 


Commission has just issued the fol- 
lowing interesting facts on that sub- 
ject. 


First—Brook trout will not live in 


streams that rise above 68 degrees 
temperature in summer. 


Second—Banks of streams should 


bear trees or tall shdubs to provide 
necessary shade and coolness. 
In 


open spaces quick-growing willows 
or black alder should be planted. 


Third—Remember that in a manu- 


facturing state of large towns and 
cities, sewage, mill and other refuse 
pours into many of our streams. 
It 


is useless 
to put 
trout in 
such 
waters. 


Fourth—The best places for plant- 


ing are the rivulets and spring feed- 
ers. 
The trout will work their way 


into the larger streams as they grow. 


Fifth — Rearing 
pools 
on 
the 


streams and side pools built of rock 
and sod are peculiarly suitable for 
brook trout. 


Sixth—In order to be sure of 


healthy, normal propagation of trout 
it is imperative that pure living wat- 
er should be selected. 


Seventh — Notwithstanding laws 


restricting fishing to certain seasons 
most brook trout streams would soon 
be fished out if they were not re- 
stocked.

eral Judge Says Its

Says Big Cities in Many

Cincinnati, April 20. — Reading 


the 
newspapers, 
Judge A. M. J. 


Cochr^rj, of the federal district court 
of eastern Kentucky, learns the-.: 
days that police are smashing moon- 
shine stills ii} teninent houses of the 
cities, 
that 
thousand-gallon stills 


are being uncovered in city attics; 
that moonshiners peddle their stuff 
on the crowded highways of the 
great centers of civilization; "that 
meiirfjerish or go daft from the poi- 
son iHlllled by jthe city moonshiner. 


When he reads these things his 
heart chuckles for his state, which 
has been much maligned as the 
home /of moonshine, where the moun- 
taineer 
distiller 
battled the reve- 


n-uers. 


So he says: 
"Kentucky no longer is THE moon- 
shine state. Its status has changed." 


He lives in Cincinnati when con- 


ducting court in Covington. a part 
of his district opposite Cincinnati. 


Long ago he qualified as the na- 
tion's leading authority on moon- 
shiners and their wajs. 
When prohibition still was being 


preached only in churches, Cochran 
was sending moonshiners to the pen- 
itentiary. 
In 20 years he estimates he has 


fined or sentenced to prispn 15,000 
moonshiners and bootleggers. 


"On one occasion 21 moonshiners 


were taken to prison from my court," 
ho says. "A special car was need- 
ed to haul them all." 


Those were the days when there 
was romance in moonshimng and 
the best authors wrote novels around 
the moonshiner on his lonely moun- 
tain trail. 
Judge Cochran has found them to 


be square men, being Kentuckians. 
There have been occasions, 
he 
! says, when to go to prison imme- 
diately would interrupt the moon- 
shiner's spring planting or his har- 
vesting, thus causing distress to his 
family which depended on the crop 
for its livelihood. 
So Judge Cochran has permitted 


the prisoner to go home on bond, 
finish his planting or his harvesting 
and then come back to begin serv- 
ing his sentence. 
And no Kentucky moonshiner ever 


has failed him. 
So it must warm the judge's Ken- 


tucky heart when he compares the 
native Kentucky moonshiner, bad as 
he is, with the sordid swnples of 
moonshiner who infest Jttie large 
cities. 
{. 
It is estimated by Kentuckians 
that in a city like Chivcago more 
moonshine is produced in a week 
than was produced in the Kentucky 
mountains in a year in the old da 


'Judge Cochran believes the Vol- 


stead law does not treat moonshiners 
rough enough. 


He ponts out that under the old 


revenue law he could send a moon- 
shiner to the penitentiary. Now the 
worst he can do with one. under the 
Volstead law. is to send him to jail 
for six months and fine him. 


Despite the hundreds of 
moon- 
shiners and bootleggers who pass 
through his court. Judge Cochran 
lias faith in prohibition and its ulti- 
mate triumph. 
"Prohibition is 
respected 
more 
and more," he says. "Each year its 
enforcement will be less difficult, for 
the people f-ee it is a good thing. 
They can't help seeing the good of 
it, despite its violations by the minor- 
ity. 
The majority of the people are
